were 43 gram s of bi-carbonate of soda 
au d that the bottle contained, half of 
a grain of strychnine. 
“We examined a portion of the con­ 
tents of the stomach with a negative 
resu lt for strychnine. 
We fu rther ex 
ainined one kidney and some of the 
contents of the intestines, bu t were u n­ 
able to separate any poison from the 
su bstances.” 
All that cou ld be 
ob* 
tained from the whole of the organs 
combined was the color reaction of 
strychnine.

while if the patient is a woman then 
these services m ust b e rendered b y a 
man. 
Many curious prescriptions common 
in folk medicine have for their ob ject 
the transference of the disease from j 
the patient to one of the lower anim als. | 
For example, in Devonshire aud in 
Scotland alike w hen u child has whoop­ 
ing cough some hair is cut from its 
head, put b etw een slices of b read and 
b utter and given to a dog. 
Then, if 
tho latter in eating it should cough-— 
as naturally he will—the com plaint 
will b e tran sferred to the anim al, and 
the child will recover.

tree. 
The W elsh peasantry cure toothache '

They also profess to b elieve tha t a 
shrew mouse, touched b y a sick per­ 
son and then pegged up alive in a 
hole previously b ored in an alder tree, 
will carry off tb e disease from the pa ­ 
tient.

The Russian peasant has a saying 
which invariab ly puzzles tb e foreigner, 
"Too polite and die like Bekovitch .” 
The proverb refers to one of the most 
tragic episodes in M uscovite history. 
In the early spring of 1717 Frince 
Bekovitch C heraski led an arm ed ex­ 
pedition consisting of 
4,000 infantry 
and 2,000 cavalry into the then alm ost 
unknown interior of south central Asia. 
H is ostensib le ob ject w as to open up 
com mercial relations w ith tb e kb ans of 
K hiva and Bokhara, his real one to 
see if it w*ere possib le to Invade India 
from the north. 
The prince, w ith whom were m any 
officers of the im perial b odyguard, a 
b rilliant company, m arched his men 
across the arid steppes w ith difficulty 
and on Aug. 15 halted some eighty 
miles from the city of Khiva. 
The Khivans. Ignoring his profes­ 
sions of friendship, attacked in force, 
b ut wore easily defeated b y tb e b etter 
arm ed and b etter disciplined soldiers 
of the czar. 
Their khan thereupon resorted to 
diplomacy. 
He visited tb e R ussian 
camp In state, explained tha t the a t­ 
tack delivered b y b is people w*as all 
a m istake and invited Prince Beko- 
i vitch and his principal officers to visit 
his capital as b is guests. 
Two days later, at a grand en tertain ­ 
m en t the khan toasted his "friends the 
R ussians” and vowed eternal friend­ 
ship. 
H e also took the opportunity of 
requesting Prince Bekovitch to divide 
his arm y into .sm all detachm ents for 
entertainm ent in the surrounding vil­ 
lages, regretting the inab ility of his 
capital to entertain so m any guests. 
Tb e 
R ussian 
com m ander 
politely 
agreed to tb e politely preferred request, 
the R ussian force w as b roken up, and 
the khan laughed sardonically. 
H is tu rn had come. 
E arly next day 
he killed Bekovitch and forw*arded his 
b ead as a gift to the khan of Bokhara. 
Then he annihilated the Russian arm y.

There are 80 separate opera­ 
tions upon a b alance wheel. 00 of them 
b eing drilling, threading and counter­ 
sinking holes. 
The drills revolve a t a 
speed of 4,800 turns a m inute, and one 
operator can drill upw ard of 
2,200 holes 
for the b alance wheels per day.—An­ 
nals of American Academy.
